No more should be fed ftt each 
meal than they will eat up promptly, 
and then the troughs should be re- 
moved.

PEPPERS 


The beat sweet peppers for canning 


ere the Spanish varieties known ns 
pimentos. The fruit of ftese peppers 
has very thick fresh, tough siin, and 
is comparatively smooth and free from 
ridges. The bell peppers are not snlt- 
abie varieties for canning. 
Peppers 


should be ripe, sound, and frae from 
bruises. Sort, using the whole peppers 
for canning and small or broken pep- 
•pers for products such as sauces, 
soups, chutneys, and Dlsle relish. Pre- 
pare for peeling by rousting peppers 
in a hot oven from six to eight rain 
utes being careful not to allow them to 
scorch. 
Peel, cut out stem, remove 


seeds, and pack dry in flattened layers. 
No water or seasoning Is used in the 
preparation 
of these peppers; the 


processing ormgs out a thick liquor 
which almost covers them in the previ- 
ously boiled jars. Partially seal jars, 
sterilize (process by boiling) pint jars 
for SO minutes. Cool and test for 
leaks. 


When a steam-pressure canner is 


used, process pints ten minutes under 
an eight-pound steam pressure.—Unit- 
ed States Department of Agriculture.
